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DETAILED ACTION 


Drawings 

Figures 10-14, 16, and 17 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- 
because only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected 
drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to because lead lines are missing for reference 
numbers 1-5 in Fig. 9, and reference numeral 33 is now used twice in amended Figs. 6 
and 7. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
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of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d).

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the last 
sentence in the second paragraph of p. 9 is incomplete. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
elements. See MPEP § 21 72.01 . The omitted elements are: the element which 
connects the apparatus to four tires to purge them simultaneously. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 2, 6, 13, 15, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Brown in view of the prior art Hannifin vacuum generator disclosed 
on p. 11, lines 5-18 (prior art vacuum generator). 

The Brown reference discloses an apparatus which is capable of purging and 
inflating a tire with dry gases comprising a four way valve 51 , a gas input assembly 30 
adapted for connection to a pressurized air source (see Fig. 2), a venturi type vacuum 
generator 36 connected to the valve via a pressure inlet port 35 and a venturi port (port 
connecting lines 39 and 40, see Fig. 4 and col. 4, lines 36-57), and an article interface 
assembly communicatively connected to the valve, but does not disclose that the 
vacuum generator has an exhaust port connected to atmosphere. However, the prior 
art vacuum generator has a vent for venting air to atmosphere (see p. 1 1 , lines 5-8) for 
release of excess air drawn via the vacuum. It would have been obvious to employ an 
exhaust port connected to atmosphere on the Brown vacuum generator in view of the 
prior art vacuum generator for release of excess air drawn via the vacuum. Regarding 
claims 15 and 16, although Brown does not disclose that the vacuum generator has a 
muffler or a vacuum indicator gauge, the prior art vacuum generator has a muffler for 
improved noise reduction and a vacuum indicator gauge for improved determination of 
functionality of the generator. It would have been obvious to employ a muffler and a 
vacuum indicator gauge on the Brown vacuum generator in view of the prior art vacuum 
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generator for improved noise reduction and determination of functionality of the 
generator. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 4, 5, 7-12, 17, 18, and 21 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 19 and 20 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
